Mr. O. L. McPherson Gives 


‘NOV, 1, 1934 


Many Interesting Details re | 
Our Present Government 


Last Wednesday evening, Mr, 
O. L. McPherson of Vulcan, who 
has been a member for Little 
Bow for 13 years and Minister 
of Public Works for 8 years and 
just recently resigned, spoke to 
a fair sized audience of mem- 
bers and non-members of the 
Arrowwood U.F.A. in Phillips 
Hall. 

The meeting was opened 
when Mr. R. R. McBride as 
chairman, introduced the speak- 
Mr. O. L, MePherson of 
Vulcan. 

1n his speech Mr. MePherson 
gave many interesting details 
concerning our present admin- 
istration, the financial situation 
and conditions and abuses criti- 
cisms of the “press’* brought in- 
to play against the present gov- 
ernment. It is interesting to 
note that at present in spite of 
expenditures and aside from in- 
terest our Public Debt today is 
less than in 1921 Yet, many 
criticisms are offered. One 
which makes a guod example is 
that concerning ministers’ cars, 
Much fault is being found be- 
cause of the money spent for 
Government cars and for their 
upkeep but by comparison it 
is found that in 1921 the cost of 
one minister’s car, being driv- 
en for one year was $3,563.00 (to 
include a chauffeur). At pres- 
ent the expenditures of all of 
the ministers added together 
total approximately what one’s 
expenditures were in J92) 
However, no criticisms were 
offered. Yet today, when costs 
liave been vastly reduced, mucb 
more is being said, 

“No fair-minded man should 


er, 


resent criticism,” said Mr, Me- 
Pherson, “but some methods of 
criticism which are not legiti- 
mate have come into play.” In 
trying to reveal the nature of 
the warfare which is going on 
in the province against the pre- 
fent government the speaker 
Suygested that the best method 
is to stick to issues and facts, 
not to personal abuses.as has 
buen thecase. Frankness, 
truthfulness and openness 
should be used. The press in 
Alberta has a disregard for 
truthand many fantastic con- 
coctions are being published by 
some of the leading newspapers 
of the Province, 

Ramsay MacDonald was 
heard recently to make the re- 
tark that “News and views are 
so entangled that no reader can 
get the truth,” said Mr. Me- 

herson, 

_ Before closing his speech, Mr. 
McPherson spoke of the U,F.A, 
and the influence that it has 
had on the province. The 
achievements that the organiz- 
ation has accomplisned are ones 
to be proud of for it has done 
much for the province. What- 
ever hope we have to-day rests 
through the U.F.A., not 
through the Old Parties, was 
the statement of the speaker. 
The organization is at its most 
critical point and our greatest 
hope is through this organiza- 
tion. It is an avenue for expres-
